Some criticism has been directed 
at the churches for their great money 
making drives of the last year or two, 
but. we are reminded by The Congre- 


been a vast expenditure in other direc- 
tions. The statistics compiled by Miss 
Edith Strauss, head of the Women’s 


of Justice in the High Cost of Living 
Campaign, show, we are told, that the 
total average expenditure of the peo- 
le of the United States annually for 
uxuries is $8,710,000,000. Taking 
this sum as authentic, the average 
family spends about $7 a week, or 
>048 a year, for luxuries. In more 
detail: 

“There is Included in the 
male population for tobacco. Of this 
sum $800,000,000 is spent for cigarets 
and an equal amount for loose tobacco 
and snuff, and $510,000,000 for cigars. 
Automobiles are put in this list as 
luxuries with an annual total expen- 
diture of $2,000,000,000. The total 
amount spent for candy is $1,000,000,- 
000; for chewing gum, $50,000,000; 
for soft drinks, $350,000,000; for per- 
fumes and cosmetics, $750 000,000; 
for furs, $300,000,000; for violet soaps 
$400,000,000, and for pianos, organs 
and phonographs, $250,000,000. It 
seems that not all of these articles 
could strictly be classed as luxuries, 
but many of them are. Why not 
spend more of our money for real re- 
ligion, which is never a luxury, but 
an absolute necessity?”
